Members of the County of Vul¬ 
can School Committee reviewed 
the County’s school bus regulations 
and supervision in the light of 
the recent tragic bus accident at 
Lamont. 

Douglas B. Smith, president of 
the School Bus Owners Associa¬ 
tion, met with the committee on 
Monday of this week and all 
phases of the operation of school 
busses were discussed. It was 
brought out that the County of 
Vulcan busses, both privately own¬ 
ed and County owned, are of a 
very high calibre, properly main¬ 
tained and in first class mechani¬ 
cal condition. All bus drivers hold 
the proper license and the great 
majority have many years of ex¬ 
perience. 

County officials revealed that 
adequate public liability insurance 
is carried on each individual bus 
and by the County as well. Limits 
are $250,000 for one person and 
$500,000 for two or'more persons 
in one accident. 

Regulations respecting railway 
crossings were stressed and con¬ 
sideration given to ways and means 
to ensure complete safety at cross¬ 
ings. A regulation to the effect 
that drivers must open the bus 
door while stopped at a crossing, 
was adopted. This would make it 
easier for a driver to hear an ap¬ 
proaching train. It was also stated 
that the noise from travelling 
trains Is considerably less than be¬ 
fore the advent of the diesel en¬ 
gines. 

Further study will be given to 
school van operations by a joint 
committee from the owners’ as¬ 
sociation and the school committee. 
It is expected that this committee 
will make recommendations to the 
provincial committee which is pre¬ 
sently studying this matter. 

Fire Protection • 
Meeting Thursday 

A good crowd is hoped for and 
expected Thursday night, Dec. 17, 
when the organization meeting of 
the Vulcan Rural Fire Protection 
Association will be held, beginning 
at 8:00 p.m. in the Legion Hall. 

At present the Vulcan Fire De¬ 
partment is handicapped in the 
evening of a farm fire. The age 
and condition of one of the two 
fire trucks on the town force, 
makes it almost unserviceable and 
the other available truck is not 
allowed to leave town unless ade¬ 
quate protection remains behind 
to serve town. A new truck is the 
immediate need. 

Films connected with this pro¬ 
ject, of supplying the truck, which 
is being promoted by the Vulcan 
and District Board of Trade, will 
be shown and It is expected repre¬ 
sentatives from the Fire Commis¬ 
sioner’s office will be on hand. 

A considerable amount of pre¬ 
liminary work has already been 
successfully completed in this drive 
with a good response being found 
from the farming population to the 
recent questionnaire sent out. The 
final aim oi this itig&Tffig Is 16 
find the number definitely inter¬ 
ested in the purchase of the fire 
truck, and to set up a board to 
administer its cost, use, etc.

Hunter Gets Banded Goose 


George Roberts of Arrowwood 
has been a goose hunter for many 
years, has followed their annual 
migration, spotted them and pitted 

during the early morning flights 
but this year his bonus reward was 
a banded goose. 

This Canada goose was shot on 
Mr. Roberts’ farm five miles east 
of Arrowwood on the morning of 
Oct. 4. The hunter had spotted the 
geese during the days previous and 
phoned a friend and one time resi¬ 
dent of the area, Ralph Ayling, 
now of Calgary, to join him in the 
shoot. 

The men went into the field with 
flashlights at about 10 p.m., Oct. 
3, to locate the exact feeding 
grounds and pit in. While search¬ 
ing, they were surprised to find 
the geese still down in the field at 
that hour and perhaps were more 
surprised when the birds came 
back In next morning after being 
disturbed. 

Each man got two birds and the 
banded one weighed 1014 pounds. 
The band, carrying the number 
528-26216, was sent to the Bureau 
of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife in 
Maryland from where a detailed 
account of the bird’s history was 
sent to Mr. Roberts. 

It was identified as a Canada 
Goose — local — male, banded at 
Farmington Bay Refuge, Farming- 
ton, Utah on June 23, 1959. 

Reports of banding and recovery 
of these birds are the means by 
which Information Is obtained on 
migration routes, distribution to 
wintering and breeding grounds, 
mortality, and other subjects im¬ 


portant in regulation and manage¬ 
ment. 

Some startling facts concerning 
the life and migratory habits of 
tame birds was also contained In 
the form received by Mr. Roberts. 

A Caspian Tern was recovered 26 
years after banding, a ring-billed 
Gull and Osprey taken after 21 
years and getting closer to home. 
Mallards and Pintail ducks have 
been recovered more than 20 years, 
after banding. 

Wild birds banded in Nortla 
America have been recovered as 
far away as Siberia, Africa, France 
and the mid Pacific. 

Several instances of the migra¬ 
tion distances of the PintafI were 
given. One banded Sept. 7, 1951 at 
Labrador was recovered in Souths 
ern England IS days later. A Pirz- 
tail banded at Brooks on July 3&J. 
1953 was recovered in 195T at 
Miyaga Prefecture, Japan. Another 
banded In Hawaii on Oct. 21. T951 
turned up near Edmonton Sept 10L 
3952. 

Over 100 million birds have been 
banded and a half million are being, 
added each year. More than 800JXXH 
recovery and return records are- 
now available for study. 

The George Roberts property is 
well located for waterfowl, being-, 
near the Bow River and also the 
PFRA canal.
